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Washington, D. C, March 25, 1879. 

By direction of the Executive Committee of the Yellow Fever 
National Kelief Commission, organized by authority of the citizens of 
the District of Cohimbia to receive and distribute the funds collected 
for the relief of the sufferers, the following report of their proceed- 
ings and action, with accompanying statement of receipts and disburse- 
ments, covering the entire financial transactions of the Committee, is 
made public. 

The Committee have received many warm and earnest expressions 
of gratitude from their afflicted fellow-countrymen for the timely and 
generous aid extended to them through the liberality of the contributors 
to the relief fund, and through the co-operation of the officials of the 
United States Government ; and the Committee, in closing its labors, is 
gratified to be able to state that the funds and supplies contributed and 
forwarded to the various sections of the South did much to alleviate 
the privations and suffering of those who were rendered helpless through 
the ravages of the pestilence.

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Tiearts of the general pnblic have not often been e 
moved by sympathy and compassion aa they were daring the latter i 
half of the paat year by the terrible aatferinga of the people of the i 
Southwestern Statea, under the rapidly -devastating visitation of the I 
yellow fever, the eouree of which left innumerable graves, desolatioi 
want, and miseiy in ita rear, and in advance aronaed everywhere fear J 
and pity, apprehenaiou in intermediate sections, which but accelerated j 
and urged generous donations of all means of assistance, and generous I 
human aynipathy throughout tha civihzed world, which found exprei 
eion in large collections and noble individnal gifts of money, food, and I 
clothing. 

No terror stalks so boldly forth in pnblic ways; none sits so closely I 
by the hearthstones of men, aa endemic disease; none brings humanity 1 
so nearly face to face with the bare skull aud cross-bones of man's " last j 
enemy," disillusionized of all the consolations of religion, all the proper 1 
observances of civilization, and all the tender cares of love and aft'eo- \ 
tion ! 

The records of gifts which have brought relief to eoramnnities a& [ 
flicted by such diseases, the voluntary otfeiiTiga of sympathy to distress i 
exhibit one of the bright phases of human nature, and ought to 1 
preserved. 

It is neceaaary to state, that in compiling this report the available 
raateriala have been limited to the records of the daily press of Wash- 
ington, and that circulars which were issued in large numbers to all ( 
aectjona of the country, with the purpoae of ehciting information more < 
minute relative to donationa of moneys and supplies aent to the suli'er- | 
ing districts, failed to bring full and complete responaea. 

The papera of the current days of the months of July, and August . 
show, cotemporaneous with the incipiency and advance of the scourge, 
the efforts of various organizations in Washington to collect sums of j 
money for the aid of victims of the yellow fever throughout the Southi 
Among these were the Israelites, the Temperance Societies, the Ma- .- 
sonic fraternity, the Odd Fellows, the musicians, and the araatenP J 
artists of the city. These exertions resulted in entertainments, exenr«J 
sions, concerts, jousts, and tournaments, which proved methods of c 
ating, in each instance, funds of considerable quantity, ar*" '" d 
when combined receipts were estimated, a sum amountit 
813,000 by the 10th of September. 

The iii-st organized eftbrt made in the Diatrict of ColuW 
relief funds for the victims of the fever was made under tl 
the Hebrew Citizens' Relief Committee. A public meet 
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on the evening of Augnst 21, at Odtl Fellows' Hall, presided ovei 
Henry Adler, Esq. A strong appeal was made for funds, and collect" 
ore were appointed. Telegraphic correspondence was opened with Ke\(^ 
Orleans, Vicksburg, Memphis, and other places, and the funds, as tiis' 
as obtained, were forwarded by telegraph. Earnest requests eame from'B 
Memphis to send nurses, and the Committee afc oTice organized a corpi 
of experienced nurses, under the management of Simon Wolf, £sq.,9 
Chairman of the Executive Committee, and, provided with all the 
essary supplies to extend relief, they left Wftshington for Memphis ooM 
the Sd of September. .M 

A list of these volunteers appears in the latter pages of this report^J 
together with a statement furnished by the treasui'cr of the UebrcWB 
Citizens' Committee, of the contributions received and the amount^B 
disburaed by him. 

The Masonic fraternity also held a mass meeting at their temple oaf 
the 23d, which resulted in the collection of a liand^ome sum, and »p-J 
pointment of committees for purposes of canvassing the city, and dis- 
bursement of funds in aid of the poor suflerers. 

Early in September the following appeal for aid, signed by representi^ 
ative men of the afflicted sections of the South, was telegraphed to th* 
coun ry . ^^ appeal for the sufferers.

The gradual bat intensifjing interest felt by the general public, in J 
which the citizens of the District of Coliimbift largely shared, seemed j 
to demand the necessity of creating an organization through whieii re- 1 
liable infoi'mation as to localities, conditions, and necessities might be I 
accurately ascertained, and through which moneys and supplies, con-, 
tributed by remoter sections, might be directly transmitted to points- 1 
where aid was most needed. 

The legal inability on the part of the Government to act independ- J 
ently in the extension of pecuniary help to the afflicted people, » 
tially addad to the arguments in favor of the creation of a comm 
whose province of action should include the sutferera from yellow fevat'l 
in all parts visited by that scourge, and all charitable efibrls for their j 
relief intrusted to the charge of the Commission. 

The urgent demand for such a commission having been serioiislj, J 
considered by the most influential residents of the District, 'and being, ■] 
generally discussed, the press of the District called upon the citizens to ' 
organize at once and concentrate their etForts in the measures of relief 
already inaugurated ; and a mass meeting was announced to take place 
at Lincoln Hall on the evening of September 10, ITearly two hundred 
ladies and gentlemen assembled in response to the call. The meeting, 
was organized by the election of Hon. Arthur MacArtbur as chairman, 
"William Dickson secretary, and Henry Franc treasurer. 

The chairman depicted the condition of the victims of fever, anff 
the extreme distress and destitution consequent upon die epidei 
Mr. Simon Wolf urged the necessity of unanimity and organ izati^iii 
on the part of all engaged in the philanthropic work of collecting and 
distributing aid for tlie 8ufl:ering in different locations. He report 
^plication at his office ol more than one hundred men and woD*"] 
desirous to be sent as nurses to the South, from among whom iN 
teen — seven ladies and ten gentlemen^ — ^had been accepted and 
South, to Memphis and vicinity. 
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In coni])liance with request for a detailed Btatcmeiit as to remittances 
dispatched by telegraph, it was anuomieetl that, of sums ciillected pr& 
viously to (late, *1,200 had been sent to New Ovleans, 81,700 to Mem- 
phis. 1400 to Vicksburg, »200 to Grenada, »200 to HoUy Springs, $120 ' 
to Baton Rouge, and $100 to Canton, — $200 having been exiieuded for 
the nurses. 

Messrs. S. Hiitchina, A. S. Solomons, and T. P. MovgaTi were desig- 
nated to appoint a General Committee for the collection and disburee- 
ment of funds and supplies in the future; and by their election, the

Flour, tea, wine, and clothing were also donated by gentlemen pres- 
ent. A njeeting of the General Committee was appointed to be held 
at the Riggs House at 10 o'clock a. m. on the following day, for purpose 
of election and organization of an Executive Committee. 

Oil the morning of the 11th this meeting duly took place. George 
W. Riggs presided, and A\niliam Dickson was designated aa secretary.

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ex-Goveraor Shepherd chairman, William Dickson secretary, and Lewis ] 
J. Davis treasurer. The offer Ijy the chairman of the gfatuitous v 
the Chromde bnilding, 914 Pennsylvania avenue, as the headquartera J 
of the Committee, was accepted. 1 

An appeal to the citizens for funds and donationa of supplies was 1 
issued, and authorized collectors were designated to canvass the dif- J 
ferent sections of the city and the various departments of the govern- 1 
inent. j 

Dr. John M. Woodworth, Surgeon-General Marine Hospital Service, ! 
was requested to furnish the Commission with reliahle information rel- 1 
ative to the points throughout the infected sections where aid was most I 
needed, and to designate what class of supplies should be forwarded, 1 

Thus, with authority from the people, the Commission became the J 
representatives of the people in the exercise of their charities towardi < 
the sufferers from the j^ellow fever in ail places. From this time the . 
Executive Committee held daily meetings at their headquarters, ! 

All local relief committees in cities and towns visited by the scourge 
were invited to apply through Dr. "Woodworth, M. H. S., for such assist- I 
ance aa their necessities demanded) — money, food, clothing, and medi- 1 
cal supplies, — with full directions as to transmission. 

On the evening of the 11th, three of the seventeen nurses sent on the 1 
3d to the South hy the Hebrew Citizens' Committee, returned, having I 
been estimated as unfit for the duties of nursing, as they had never had t 
experience of the yellow fever. These were Drs. Kamsey and Pease | 
and Miss Wallace. 

On the 12th, urgent appeals were extended hy the Committee to ' 
ladies of the District for the donation of bedding, clothuig, and hnen I 
of all kinds suitable to relieve the distressful needs of the sick of all ] 
ages and conditions, to be forwarded through means provided by the 1 
C'Ommittee. | 

A proposition was entertained to request the pastors of the churches \ 
in the District to urge upon their congregations to generous contrihu- 1 
tions for the fever sufferers on the Sunday following. I 

A considerable amount of provisions, clothing, and stores was report I 
ed — to be sent for — hy the donors thereof; and various projects for the i 
realization of money were discussed. The day's records exhibited addi- 
tional sums of money acquired from various sources, which consider- 
ably swelled the aggregate of sums already collected. 

On the 13th of September, it was decided to announce to Hon. Casey 
Young and Mr. Keating, of Memphis, readiness on the part of the Com- 
mittee to tbrwani to that city three car-loads of supplies of provisions j 
and clothing. Propositions concerning entertainments by dramatic ani 
musical associations and base-ball companies were discussed. 

On Saturday, the 14th, the Committee issued additional appeals to 
the citizens of the District for more generous contributions of ail kinds 
available for the uses of the sick. Large donations of cl d 

food were reported. The Tournament Committee reported "'" 

out to different afflicted cities, in divided sums, 8800, the 
late successful touuney at the National Driving Park. 

A propiMition to adopt the plan carried oat succeasfi 
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cities, of distnliiitmg envelopes at each honao tlirongliont the District, 
soliciting aniall subsci iptioiiB, was agroed to. 

Supplies and funds were forwarded daily to various points, and the I 
Coniniittoe «cre in constant receipt of telegrams soliciting aid. i 

On the 17tli ot September telegrams were received Crom Memphis,) 
ill which blankets, medicmes, and thermometers were solicited in beliaif I 
of the sick ; also propositions from W. 8. Tliorapson and John W. UrewJ^ 
druggists, to ftirnish such supplies, partly at cost and partly gratuitously;f 
Mr. Davis, treasurer, stated that he had a balance on hand of 83,3f'" 
and euggeateil that S300 should be forwanled to Gi'enatia, Miss., if t 
necessities of that town should require, and that 8300 should also ba 
sent to Memphis. Senator Bayard, hearing of their success in treat-H 
nient of yellow lever, sent to the Homeopathic Association of New! 
Orleans $25 for their use ; and Dr. Verdi's little daughter sent to tha J 
same association $10, her savings. 

An order was given for the dispatch of a car-load of supplies t 
Memphis that day, and entertainments proposed by Mr. John T, Ford 
and others were discussed. 

On the 18th the secretary was directed to have the forty barrels ( 
flour then on hand converted into biscuit, for ready use of the sick. 

Hon. William M. Evarfs, Secretary of State, made known to the Coi 
niittee the reception at the Department of State of $6,000 by cable dis- 
patch, the contributions of the "American colony " to the fever relief 
fiind. and discussion was held as to the most judicious application of^ 
the donation. j 

A grand concert, in preparation, was favorably discussed, four hun-j 
dred singeiti having participated in its rehearsals, while the chorus, i 
rehearsal of the "Messiah" and the "Creation," included five hundrt 
singers of fair talents, The orchestra to be emyih^yed was composed c 
over tifty pieces. This concei-t was appointed for the 2d of OctoheM 
and for its pui-poses the Congregational Church was offered. 

To advance the success of the great tournament pmposed for t 
27th, for benefit of the fever victims, a large number of the proniinentl 
merchants of the city signed a paper recorrmi ending a suspension o(ir 
business, and- closed doors on that day. 

Success of a police picnic, celebrated at the Schutzen Park the p 
vions evening, was reported ; and the sale, by auction, of a beautiful 
pair of terra-cotta lawn vases was arranged to occur on the 19th. 

The Executive Committee, on the lUth, received from Mr. A. S. 
Solomons a report of a plan adopted by sub-committee for the distribu- _ 
tion of the $6,000 sent fi-om Paris, as follows: :$1,500 for New OrieanajJ 
for Vicksburg, $1,600 ; Holly Springs, $400 ; Meniphis, $2,000 ; Greuad^ 
""10; Hickman, $200; anil Canton. $200. 

k car-loa<l of supplies was ordered to be forwarded South, Comtno 
% Scbuteldt, acting Secretary of the Navy, sent in a report of $l,953,^ 
Iributed by check, hy the officers, marines, and employes of the navyl 
Joned at Mare Islanrl, California, and the same was forwarded to ' 
I niittee for distribution among the fever sutferers. Hon. George 
•ary. Secretary of War, also forwarded to Slie Commission for 
tsea $.'>15.60, contributed by the officers and cadets at West 
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Point. Dr. Woodworth presented telegrams received from different I 
towns in Mississippi and Kentucky asking for relief, and, in compliance I 
with such appeals, it was ordered that $100 be sent to Hickman, Keti-'j 
tuckj, and ^300 to Holly Springp. Additional supplies of food, cloth- j 
ing, and bedding were reported. 

Dr. Woodworth also reported that, in reply to a dispatch from Whtiel- 
ing, Va., in which advice was asked relative to the best expenditure of 
the sum of $2,000, (two thousand dollars,) subscribed in that city for 
the fever sutfei'ers, he had directed the money to be sent to IIoUj 
Springs and Port Gibson as needing most relief^ Among large contri- ■ 
butiona of this date, of both money and clothing, came an old-fashioned [ 
purse containing ^9, given by four little girls, representatives of the i 
English-German school, i 

On the 20th the Committee were apprised by Dr. Woodworth of ap- J 
peals for money and uursea from Hickmati, Ky. Dr. Woodworth stated ' 
that a generous lady, Mrs. Elizabeth Thompson, had pledged herself to 
give 85250 toward the expenses of a commission of experts, which should 
be elected by advice of the American Fitblic Health Association, to be sent 
to investigate the causes of the yellow fe\'er, and the best means of its 
treatment and prevention, provided others would meet additional d&-* 
manda. After discussion of this propositiou, it was decided to apply to I 
the Chambers of Commerce of different cities for aid in the project. ' 

On the 22d the Commission were applied to by the relief committee 
of Brooklyn for co-operation in the distribution of funds in their hands, 
and similar advice was solicited by a committee in Reading, Pa. ; while 
petitions were received from Memphis for provisions and hospital stores; 
from Port Gibson, for 250 blankets, mattresses, and rations for 200 peo- 

B'e; from Grenada, for money for the remuneration of nui-ses; from i 
oily Springs, for hospital clothing and supplies; from -Canton, for.j 
money and food; and 8200 were forwarded to Greenville. 1 

Another car-load of supplies ^vas ordered sent to Memphis, and the | 
ladies of Falls Church, Va,, sent a large box of clothing to the sick.] 
through the Committee. 

On the 23d a dispatch reached the Committee from Hernando, Missi, 
asking tor money. Dr. Woodworth was empowered to purchase 600 I 
blankets for Memphis. I 

Pour hundred dollars were ordered sent to Qreen\-ille; $50 were sent I 
to Grand Junction, Tenn. 

A large English pulpit Bible, gift of an anonymous donor, 
ordered to be sold for the relief fund. 

A remarkably good collection of clothing was sent to charge of Com* 1 
mittee, by the ladies of 8t, Paul's Church, for the fever sufferere, and J 
a box of garments fi-om a Sunday school at Kockville, Maryland, ' 
also received for the same destination. 

On the 24th of September, a contribution of $25 was received froift'ij 
Mr. Thomas Wilson, to be applied toward the expenses of the propoaeT^ 
Investigation Commission. 

The following resolution was adopted; 

That Ml'. George W; Kiggs be reqiiestfid to act as tifnsiii'prot Ihr fimil fi 
lug the expenses o[ the proposed CommUslon to investigate tlie cause am 
ventlon ol the vellow (ever. 
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A statement was presented of the terrible eoiidition of the peopM 
residing alon^ the line of the MistiiBsipiii River, between Memphis a 
Vicksburg, and it was urgetl that prompt and decisive action on 1 
part of the relief committees of the country was needed. It was sug( 
gested that the Secretary of War be requested to furnish a boat from 
St. Louis, to 1)6 loaded with supplies,— ice, medicine, and nourishinj^ 
food, — aud distributed along the line of the river among the isolate! 
villages and towns. 

The Chair (Governor Shepherd) and Dr. Woodworth being requestei 
to communicate with the Secretary of War on the subject, the following 
commnnication was forwarded to the Secretaiy of War:

The steamer will Ciiriy a yellow flag, with the inscription, " National Relief' j 
Boat." 

The Congregational Church at Litchtield, Comiecticut, forwarded oij! 
this date to this Committee $65.25 for the supply boat. Vctf '" 
niittee seut $50 to Meridian, MiastsHippi. 
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The CkamUcrs wns reported at Cairo on Saturday, 5th. 

On the 7th the Coniniittee received news of tlie Chambers at Memphis,'" 
where extveiiie distress aud desolated streets were reported. Commo- 
dore Beliul'eldt forwarded to Committee a draft of ^00, for the benefit 
of the fever eatferers, a gift from the officers and crew of the U. B, 
steamer Alliance, stationed at Leghorn, Italy, 

Intelhgence recei^'ed by the Committee on the 8th indicated no abate- 
ment of the yellow fever, and no diminution of consequent needs, in 
and about Memphis and other cities. 

The 10th brought letters of appeal for aid from different sections to 
the Committee, and small contributions of supplies aud money. 

The Committee, in session, on the 18th received appeals from smaller 
towns in Tennessee, for aid in behalf of the sick in extreme distress ; 
and $300 was sent to Canton, Mississippi. Tlie chairman (Mr. Shep- 
herd) received from Lieutenant Benuer report dated GreeuNilie, Miss.: 
" Unloading stores ; atuatiou more than terrible ; all well." 
I Rochester, N. Y., sent to Committee S400, additional contribution, 
^ In response to appeals in behalf of the laboring classes of New Orleans 
• and other places, $3,000 wero ordered to be forwarded to the "Working- 
men's Society for their relief; §25 were ordered to be sent to Surgeon 
Murray, tor the beneficiaries of the Ladies' Pfaysiolo^cal Society of 
New Orleans. . 

On the 12th a telegram was received by Committee from Philadelphia, 
announcing an appropriation of §1,000 by the Citizens' CommiBsion for 
the supply boat.. The Knights of St. Peter forwarded to Memphis $100, 
as result of their picnic. The ladies of St. Paul's Church sent to the 
fiimilyof the late Rev. C, C. Parsons, Memphis, a large box of clothing, 
this being the fifth bos of clothing contributed by these ladies. 

The Committee, on the 14th, sent 8200 to Bay St. Louis, SlOO to 
Biloxi. and $100 to Ocean Spring. A resolution was adopted that all 
societies and individuals should be requested to report to the Committee 
amounts donated, and places relieved by them, in order that just esti- 
mates might be made of relief furnished by the District of Columbia. 
The Chambers reported at Vicksburg, with cargo discharged, and Lieu- 
tenant Benner very sick. Receipt of $150 from the First Baptist 
Church, Washington, was acknowledged by J. C. Reynolds, New Or 
leans. 

The Committee received in behalf of the fever snfferei-s a draft for 
$250 from tlie oiHcers and crew of tlie U. S. steamer Vandcdki, sta- 
tioned at Barcelona, Spain. On the 15th the Committee received from 
the mayor of Rochester, N. Y., a contribution of $600 for the relief boat. 

Two pictures were offered to be sold in behalf of the fever sufferers, 
one by Mr. Southworth, an engraving of the " Signing of the Emanci- 
pation Proclamation," another by Guillaume, an oil painting, a " riower"! 
Sketch," by himself. *■ 

Two hundred dollars were sent to E. N. Henderson, Pass Christian^J 
Miss. Boxes of clothing were received. m 

On the 16th, Lieutenant Benner's condition was reported unfavorable J 
Four hundred dollars were forwarded to Hon. Casey Young to h*" 
distributed in small towns in Tennessee. 
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Ml". K. "W. Barker made offer of a fine oak book-case, as a prize to 
the teacher in the public sehoola contributing the largest sum to the 
reUef fund by November 2, a large English pulpit Bible having been 
before offered as prize to the school giving the most generous donation. 

The managers of the tournament at Hill's Park distributed the money 
resulting from the same to varioas afflioted places, iu simis amounting 
to $1,200. 

Appeals reached the C!ommittee on the 17th from TIemando, Miss.,' 
for aid, and $IW were sent to that place. 

Madison, Miss., appealed for aid for destitute sick. 

Mr. Shepherd received a telegram from Lieutenant Hall, next in com- 
mand to Lieutenant Benner on the Chmnbers, aimoancing the death of 
Lieutenant Benner at 2.20 a. m. of date. It was determined, with ad- 
rice of the Secretary of War, to iuatruct Lieutenant Hall to proceed 
with the Chambers back to St. Louis, for quarantine. 

Telegrams were sent to General Augur by Committee, expressive of 
regrets at death of Lieutenant Benner. 

On the 18th the Committee received a telegram from Lieutenant 
Hall announcing the burial of Lieutenant Benner, and his compliance 
with orders of the War Depai-tment. 

On motion of Mr. Solomons, the following expression of regret and 
tribute to the memory of Lieut. Benner was ordered to be entered on 
the minutes:

pestilence whose ravngea lie linil doiie so mnch to alleviate, intercepted his home- 
wnrrl pitth ; and while it has left his bodily remains interi-ed among strange i*:', th<' 
memoiy of his humnnily, bravei'v, and fiiendship is embalmed In the lieatts of his 
countrymen eveiTwhure, and adds another star to the eeciitclieon ol the gloilons 
army nf the Republic." 

Earnest expressions of regret and sympathy^regret at the imtimely 
death of a generous man who lost his life in the service of suftering 
humanity, and sympatliy with his bereaved famity — appeared in the 
press of ail sections of the country, and measures were zealously adopted 
m the cities and large towns for the creation of a handsome fund for the 
provision of Lieut. Benner's wife and children. The chivalry that ex- 
ists iu a generous act, the heroism of self-abnegation, never fails to 
arouse enthusiasm iu the hearts of a people, more than ever when 
attainment of success involves a fatal sacrifice. Lieut. Benner was a 
young man, an officer of assured position, a man of family obligations 
but a keen appreciation of the unparalleled distress, the awful am 
death-dealing scourge so rapidly decimating the inhabitants of bo largt 
and so beautiful a section of the country, prompted him to a ready 
of bis services. 

An act of personal kindness to a woman in trouble brouglit 
upon him, by one fiery breath of the fever to whose victims be 
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iniuiBter of relief. VicksbnFg paid Lieut. Banner all honors in a lium'ral J 
the most imposing, and, while all business was suspended and the citj 
draped in mourning, the populace followed his body to its grave in tbi 
National Cemeteiy. The Ohmiibers, by order of the chairman of tin 
Committee and the Secretary of War, returned to 8t, Louis, in eliargi 
of Lieut. Halt and Ur. Keyea, aided by acclimated pilots, leaving Capt. 
Vore sick of the fever in. Vieksburg, where, near Lieut. Benner, the 
watchman Joseph Dalto:i, who died of fever also, was bnried. 

Business of the ISth also included appropriation made of 8200 tor 
the relief of the sutfering at Jaclison, Miss., and 8150 were sent to 
Martin, Tenn. 

On the ISth the sum of ^00 was appropriated from the fund for 
the widow of Lieut. Benner, Two hundred dollars were devoted to 
the relief of the sick at HoUy Springs, together with all the clothing 
and provisions then on hand. Fifty dollars were sent to the relief of 
Fiiar's Point, Miss. , 

The Committee on the 21st suggested the appropriation of $800 out 
of the fnnds held by Secretary Evarta to the relief of Jackson, Miss., 
and Dr. Woodworth received from the relief committee of Brooklyn, N. 
Y., a check for $500, to be disposed of at diacretiou. Brooklyn reported 
§2,000 sent to atiiieted cities. J)r. "Woodworth appointed Col, B^nlee, 
of New Orleans, sanitary engineer on the Investigating Commission, ., 

Appeals tor assistance reaching the Committee in urgent frequency, 
the treasurer referred a statement thereof to the Secretary of State, with I 
j-ecommendations of the use of funds left in his hands for relief asked. J 

On the 24th Secretary Evarts informed the Committee that he ha4 j 
forwarded $500 to Chattanooga, in accordance with suggestion. 

A hundred dollai-a were forwarded to Florence, Ala,; $25 were ex-r. 
pended in supplies for Brownsville, Texas. Mr. Riggs, treasurer of tha J 
Medical Investigation fund, reported an additional subscription of $50(^'| 
from Mrs. Elizabeth Thompson, and small sums received from othepj 
sources. 3 

The 25th brought no abatement of sieknesa, nor of necessities to bft^ 
supplied, uotwithatanding the check of the frost. 

The Brooklyn committee sent a check to Dr, Woodworth for $300, 1 
and reported $200 sent to Mrs. Beniier ; also, S1,000 sent to New Op*'] 
leans for distribution in Alters and Baton Rouge; $1,000 sent to Y.i 
M. C. A. in New Orleans; and $250 to the Howard Association, ; 
Memphis, for the bcuetit of Water- Valley, Miss. 

'llie relief committee of Bay St. Louis acknowledged $200 drawiij 
from the Commission. i 

On the 26th the Brooklyn committee forwarded $500 to be dia^a 
tributed at discretion of Dr. Woodworth. The net proceeds of t' 
concert given for the benefit of the fever victims were estimated i 
8425.40, Appeals came in on the 28th from Handsboro, Miss., few 1 
$500, for sick and destitute. 

Pittsburg reported $100 sent to the Benner fund. Fifty dollars v 
contribnted to the same from Oil City. 

Df. Woodworth reported having devoted Brooklyn's contribution ofj 
$600 to the uses of the Medical Investigating Commission. 
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The Secretary of State forwarded to Hou. Casey Young, at Memphis 
$1,000. Ob the 29th the Comniiltee met at Johnson's banking-hoiiadj 
and authorized the payment of a draft of "W, H. Bliss, St. Louis, for 
82,800, the balance of expenses in fitting out the supply boat. 

Secretary Evarts reported 85.02 received from the United States Con- 
sul at St Gal ten, Switzerland, a sum contributed at that place tor the 
benefit of the fever sufFerei-s. Two hundred dollars were sent, by di- 
rection, to Jackson, Miss. 

The Department of State, on the 30th, reported as received from the 
American Minister at Paris a list of subscriptions in behalf of the fever 
victiraa, amounting to the sum of 16,000 frauca. 

All BUpplies of food, clothing, and hospital stores on hand were 
ordered to be forwarded to Greenville, Miaa. 

On the Slst Dr. Woodworth reported to the Committee a check from 
Brooklyn committee for ^500, to be expended for the suiFerera diBeo\-- 
ered by the oflicera of the Chawhers on its route, Tlie sum of S79.37 
was received by the Commission from the members of the Signal 
Corps. The Howard Association of Memphis acknowledged ^30 cash 
and $60.12 in provisions, donated by citizens of Hyattsville and Ela- 
densburg. 

By recommendation of the Oommisaiou, on the 1st of November 
the Secretary of State sent to Mississippi City, Miss., for relief of Ilands- 
boro, the sum of 8500, and to Greenville, Miss., §300, from the con- 
tributions to the foreign ftiud. 

The Executive Committee, o\\ the 9th, met, receiving letters of ao^ 
knowledgraent of aid from Chattanooga, Ocean Springs, Hernando, 
New Orleans, and Memphis. The treasurer reported 8200 sent to Mer- 
idian, Miss, i^opoaitiona were made by Mr. Solomona conceniing a 
Memorial Orphan Asylum for the hundreds of helpless children east des- 
titute and unsheltered upon the world by the effects of the plague. 

Contributions for the family of Lieut. Benner were reported : $50 
from Milwaukee; from Pittsburg, $100; from the firm of Dilworth, 
Porter & Co., Pittsburg, $93.25 ; Chicago's relief committee reported 
8700 held in trust by them for the Benner family, the interest to bft: 
applied to their support. 

The secretary was directed to forward all supplies on hand to Grei 
ville. Miss,, and to close the Committee's rooms at 914 Pennsylvani 
avenue. 

The Secretary of the Navy reported as received on the 7th the sui 
of $80.18, by draft from the oiiicera and crew of the U. S. ateann 
Supply, stationed at Havre, France. 

At a meeting of the Commission held at Johnson's Bank, a letter 
read from tlie mayor of Baltimore, i-epoi-ting $350 sent to Genei 
Angur for the Benner family; also a letter from the San Francisct 
relief committee, stating that stud committee had forwarded to New 
York, for the same family, $1,000.

The treasurer of the Executive Committee was dij 
to General Augur, for the benefit of Mrs. Benner,

Id the Commission his reception of the sum of $360,iu two drafts, coii- 
Iributed to the fever sufterers by the officere and seamen of the U. S. 
Xavy. He also asked direction as to the best application of the sum. 

An appropriation of $100 was Diade for the relief of the family of I 
-J. M. Dalton, one of the ci-ew of the relief boat Chnmbers, who con- ] 
Ipacted the fever while at Yicksburg, Miss., and died there. 

Directions were given for the appointment of a committee of three | 
to audit and examine the accounts of the treasurer of the Comniiaaion j 
and re]3ort. 

The public at the present time can scarcely eetimnte the degree of ' 
obligiitioTi under which, in the future, they will have been placed to 
the philanthropic liberality of Mrs. Elizabeth Thompson by the results 
of the investigation of Hie Scientific Committee, wliose expensea were I 
ciiiefly paid hy the large sum donatfid by her. This committee — con- 
sisting of S. M. Bemiss, M. D., of New Orleans ; Jerome Cochran, M. \ 
D., of Mobile; Prof. Lloyd Howard, M, D., of Baltimore; and CoL 
T. S. Hardee, sanitarj' engineer— have made a report, with maps, &c,, 
of the progress and peculiarities of the yellow fever from its ineeptioa 
to its suppression. 

On the 18th and 21st of December communications were received 
from the Hon, Casey Young, of Memphis, Tennessee, referring to the ' 
great suffering and distress among the poorer classes of people in the 
districts adjacent to Memphis who were left destitute by the deatii of 
relatives and friends, and soliciting the aid of the Commission in reliev- 
ing their wants. An appropriation of ?500 was made and forwarded 
to Col. Young. 

The secretary was instructed to present bills to Congress for the ex- 
tension of pension to the widow of Lieut. II. H. Benner and to the 
widow of Gen. N, Barber, volunteer nurse. 

Upon the recommendation of Hon. Arthur MacArthur, ^500 was 
appropriated to tlie I^abor Exchange for the purpose of manufacturing 
articles of wearing apparel for women and children, the material to be 
furnished at wholesale cost, and the clothing made to be forwarded to 
the oi-phans and women rendered helpless through the epidemic. The 
report appears under the heading " Supplies Forwanled."

The subject was thoroughly 
discussed, and Mr. Solomons stated thjit the general plan was to make 
an application to the various organizations in the North, East, aiirl West 
interested iu the relief of the yellow -fever sufFerei-s, boards of trade 
and various other organizations, to ask for any undisbursed* funds that 
they may have on hand, and to place the same in the hands of the 
United States Treasurer until the passage of a special act of Congress 
to carry out the same ; and it was proposed that a committee be ap- 
pouited, composed of Dr. Bemis, Dr. Woodworth, Solicitor-General 
I'hillips, and other gentlemen, to prepare an act granting special powers 
to the proposed institution. 

The plan presented met with the indorsement of the gentlemen pres- 
ent, and it was resolved to urge upon Congress the legislation needed. 

At a later meeting a committee was appointed, consisting of A. S. 
Solomons, Esq., Hon. Casey Young, Hon. 0. R. Singleton, Hon. V. H. 
Manning, and the Rev. C, K, Marshall, who have prepared a bill in 
accordance with a plan suggested to create an asylum commission ; 
and this philanthropic measure will be urged before the present Con- 
gress. 

On the 20th of December a meeting of Southern Senators and Rep-

This was siibsegnently incorporated into a similar eommlsBlon, of xvhich Dr. Wood- 
worth was president, and which snbseqnently made the valnable and exhaustive 
repoj-t on tlie sniDject, which ivns probably the last work of any magnitude dotie 
by him. Tonng In years, but old in espt'Hence and well-doing, he leaves ft name 
and a fame as a public benefactor which will last for ages." 

A special meetiiig of the Executive Committee was held at Willard' 
Hotel to take action relative to the death of Supervising Sargei 
Geueral Woodworth. 

Ex-Goveruor Shepherd antiotmced the object tor which the meeting 
was calietl, and refeiTed to the valuable services of the deceased as a 
member of the Commisaion,

Tliut as an asmclate he was gentlemanly, courteous, Eclt-sacrlflclng:, and 
gave the fullest measure of his ability and influence to the success of the aims and 
ohjectB of this Commission, aiul that he tell a soldier in the sacred cause of human- 
ity, his lai'ge hi>:Lit and brain beln^ enllnted in the promotion of such li>^l9lation ns 
would nittioiialize sanitary science, and prevent tlio introduction anil spread of eoii- 
taglouK diwiiscH. 

RcKiilved, That wo tender to his widow oiu' profniunl sympathy aiid respect, and 
that th(! nnnie ami memory of John M. Wooilworth will ever be helil'ln high esteem 
as a benefacinr of his i-ace. 

Eesoked, Thai this Commission attend his funeral In a body, and that a copy of 
thuse reaolnrions be transmitted to his bereaved family and pnblislied in the dally 
papers of thlB city. 

Colonel McArdle, of Mississippi, delivered a beautiful and eloquent 
tribute to the memory of the deceased, and, as a representative of the 
section stricken by the pestilence last summer, related in detail the 
philatithropie &ml noble services rendered by Dr. "Woodworth to aid his 
people, who would mourn in sadness the death of their stranger benefac- 
tor. The Rev. C. K. Marshall also apokeintitting terms of the deceased. 

From the official statistics compiled in the o&oe of Surgeon-General 
Woodworth, of the Marine Hospital Service of the United States, the 
total number of cases of fever reported were 64,403 ; number of deaths, 
13,536.

A. R. Shepherd, 

itional Helief Committee, and I reported to Lientenant Ben- 

to instroctiftns, upon our anival at tlie Liudeil Hotel, 

' Jtt Cttftmbi'rs, ft stern-wheel boat of about 300 tons 
•lered tor tlic occasion, and was being loaded 
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with stores for distribution, and of which boat aud cargo Lieuteiiaiit 
Benner was to take charge as commander, with me as his assistant, the 
cai'go to be diBtributed according to printed insti'uctioiis ^ven Lienteu- 
ant Benner by Governor Shepherd, a copy of which is inclosed. 

While awaiting the completion of the loading of the boat a telegram 
was received by Lieutenant Beiuier from Brig, Gen. Augur, eoniniand- 
ing Department of the South, to the eft'ect that there was an appreheu-. 
sion of an attack being made on the boat, by lawless mobs, tor the 
ljuq30se of securing the stores, and directing him to take precautions 
against the possibility of such an oecarrence. Lieutenant Benner re-^ 
ceived 20 carbhies and 2,000 romids of ammunition from General 
Grover, at the arsenal below Saint Louis, with which to arui the crew, 
and the boat having been loaded, she started down tiie river at 11 
o'clock A. M., October 4, 1878, 

The party was composed as follows : First Lieut. H, H. Benner, 
Eighteenth Infantry, commanding; Second Lieut. Charles 8. Hall, 
Thirteenth Infantry, assistant ; H. M. Keys, A. S. U. 8. M. H. S., sur- 
geon in charge ; Henry L. Kessler, druggist ; Vincent M. Tore, master 
of steamer ; a representative of the Chicago Jielief Committee and coi^ 
respondent of a Chicago newspaper ; a correspondent of Saint Louis 
papei-s, and a boat's crew embracing -38 men, and i»ne chambermaid ; 
making in all 41 souls on board. 

The cargo for distributioii was made up as per accompanying inven- 
tor (marked A). 

The steamer proceeded on down the river 80 miles to Chester, III,, at 
which point we airived at 7.80 p. m. Stopped here to tix the wheel aud 
rudder, and concluded to remain all night on account of the uncertainty 
and danger of running that poition of the river by night. 

The remainder of this report will be given as I take it from "logs" 
kept by Lieutenant Benner and myself on the trip, as I think ail the 
incidents and details of the trip can be better shown in that fonn than 
otherwise. 

October 5, — Left Chester at daybreak. The weather to-day has been 
chilly, tvith a cold wind blowing steadily. Our speed has been neces- 
sarily slow, on account of the numerous bars in the river. Arrived at 
Cairo, III., at 5.30 p. m., where we tied up to receive donations of Hour 
from the steamer Whif^per, sent by citizens of Aurora, Ind., 300 bushels 
of coal contributed by Halliday Brothers tor use of the boat, and contri- 
butions from various Sunday schools. The lattei-, however, was not re- 
ceived, owing to the absence from the city of the gentleman having it 
in charge. Learned here of sickness at Hickman, Ky., 40 miles ijelow,. , 
and concluded to remain all night, so that Hickman might be reach* 
after the sun had risen, a precaution which the surgeon in chan 
deemed advisable to keep us out of infected districts at night. 

October 6, — Left Cairo at 5, and arrived at Hickman at 9. SO 
Were met at the whavf-boat by Br. Luke Blackburn, of '" hy, toi 

whom was transferred a few medical stores. The citize 
immediate need of other supplies, as they could be v< 
from Cairo. 
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The fever broke out at this point on the 4th of September, niui 110 
whites and 9 blacks had died to date, 70 of whom were of the priiicipnl 
citizens of the place. No information was to be obtained here as to the 
condition of points below. 

The weather ia much warmer and overcoats are shed. 
Arrived at New Madrid, Mo., about 1 p, m., where we endeavored to 
land for inlbnnation, and to send a message to Memphis. We were 
warned by the quarantine officer not to land, on act^unt of having 
touched at Hickman. We could learn of no sicknesfl or destitution 
above Memphis, so proceeded down the river, stopping at several points 
during the day and night, at each of which we were told there was no 
RJckness in the vicinity, 

Ovtober 7.— Arrived at Memphis, Tenn., at 8.45 a. m., funl anchored 
in the stream, while the medical officers were sent ashore in a yaw) to 
send telegrams and confer with the aulhorities as to their needs, Mem- 
phis looks like a grave, 'fhe wharves are almost entirely deserted. 
Occasionally a small dray and a few negroes could be seen, but othei'- 
wise it all looked like death. The city looks mournful in the extreme, 
appears gloomy and desolate, with a funeral pall overhanging it an*! 
dread disease lurking in the shadow. 

No supplies were needed here, but we received contributions for de- 
livery at Greenville, Miss., and ten tons of mail matter for delivery at 
points on the river as far down as Vicksburg, This mail had been 
accumulating at Memphis for some time, and was carefully fumigated 
with sulphur every night in the Memphis office; but when it came on 
hoard we had it disinfected with turpentine. The day is disagreeably 
warm and is becoming uncomfortable. 

Left Memphis at 2.30 p. m. Left miul at Scanlan's at 4 p. m., and 
there learned of sickness at Horn Lake and Lorenzo, Tenn. Arrived 
there at 4.30 p. m. In these two towns there had been four eases of 
fever, with two deaths at Horn Lake and one at Lorenzo. There was 
no destitution or great sutfering. 

Stopped at several points to deliver mail, and anived at Alexis, 
Miss,, at 8.45 p, m., where we concluded to lay all night, as our inqui- 
ries could he made better in the day-time, and no points would be 
iiassed hy, which njight be the case did we run at night. No sickness 
lere. 

, Oc/o6er 8.^Left Alexis at 4 a, m., but was compelled to "lie to" sev- 
TbI hours on account of the fog. When the fog rose sufficiently we 
Pocecded down the river. Inquiries at the several landings fail to dis- 
cdver any fever or destitution. The residents along this part of the 
river do not sutler for want of actual necessities of life, but are some- 
what afflicted because no fresh meat can be procured, and the negroes 
e mostly out of money. As we had no fresh meat on board, nothing 
pld be done. No mail had been down this river for several weel^ 
he Okanibers brought it. 

(Hi the mouth of Saint Francis River at 10 a, U. Found some 
lere, but not yellow fever. Some seven or eight jiei-sons had 
Left here a few bottles of medicine. There seemed 
is section a great want of quinine. 
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Arrived at Helena, Ark, about noon. We were uot permitted t< 
land, and the persona on the bauk refused to receive the mail. Wi 
drew out and proceeded down stream four miies to the quarantine ati 
tion, where we landed the mail and endeavored to elicit information 
to the condition of points below, but could learn nothing. No sickii'i 
here. The day is excessively hot. 

Arrived at Friar's Point, Miss., about 1.30 p. m. This is a small place,] 
and we found the fever prevailing here, hut all the patients were then 
doing well. There was a great scarcity of quinine. We left here ice^ 
lemons, and medicines. During the day we landed at various places to; 
put off the mail, but could learn positively of no fever or destitutioi 
except at those places where we discharged supplies. At nearly every' 
landing we learned of " fever below," but on arriving at the designated 
point fouud the report was incorrect. As an instance, at Australia, 
Miss., we were informed that we would find fever at Dennis's Landing, 
4 miles below. We went down to Dennis's, rounded to, blew the steam- 
whistle seven or eight times, and, Mling to arouse anybody, eontinued- 
on our course to Laconia, Ark,, some 3 miles below, at which point we 
arrived at 9.30 p. m. There was no fever here, and we were told then ' 
had been none at Dennis's. 

Beached Terrenee, Miss,, the landing for Whrte Kiver, Ark., at 11.50' 
p. M. Found the fever prevailing here, five deaths having occurred itii 
the family of the postmaster, and the sickness was all confined to this 
one house. Took on coal, left ice for the sick, and 12 bags of mail. 
Continued on our course, running all night, and making the necessary; 
mail-landings. 

October 9, — Began raining this morning at 4.30, and has continued.' 
r^ning slightly all day. Marked change from yestei-day. To-day is 
cool and damp. ; 

Not allowed to laud at Arkansas Cit,v, and no fever could be heardi 
of between that point and Greenville, Miss., at which point we arrived/ 
«t 11.30 A, M. Here we were met by Rev. Stevenson Archer, mayor of J 
the city, who gave information as to the condition of the city and its, 
needs. Greenville was one of the most badly-infected points along the 
river, and had lost nearly its entire population by death and iiight,.. 
We discharged here quite a large amount of stores and medicines.,. 
Some special contributions were also made to deserving pcr^ne, and 
we left at 5.30 p. m. - 

Arrived at Refuge, Miss,, at 7 p. m. The fever had been very bad 
here, and there was no physician in the place. There were twenty-two, 
white residents in this settlement, and the disease had been coiiflued tOr 
them, eleven of whom had died. The sick were doing well, andwi 
left a supply of ice, as nothing else was needed. 

Reached India, La,, at 11,15 p, m,, where we intended to "lie to 
until morning. After tying up we ffere hailed by some fifteen o 
twenty armed men on horses, led by a Mr. C. Anderson, who informed 
US that no boats were allowed to land in that vicinity. They refused, 
to take the mail, and we dropped down the river 2 miles to Bunche'^ 
Cut-off Island, where we lay uutil morning. 








Ir — zi~ 
October 10. — Started on our course at 5 a, m. Weather cool and 
easant. Arrived at Lake Providence, La., at 8 a. m. It had been 
ported to us that the tever wns raging here, but when we atteniptei 
to land were not pennitted to do so. 

Arrived at Goodrich's Landing, La., at 9,30 a. m. Some sicknBj 
here and quite a number of con\-aTesceitt3. Left ice, lemons, and me< 
incB. Pecan Grove, La., at 10.30 a. m. No sickness or destitnti 
Ifere, but we put oft' 20 barrels of meal, which we had brought doi< 
^ r Mr. George Foster. 

Reached Henderson, La., at 1L45 a. m. The fever here was ' 

bad and there was no physician. "We left quite a liberal supply of ioi 

provisions, medicines, coffins, &c. A few supplies were also left hej 

for Alastia, in the interior. 

Went across and up the bend IJ miles to Chotard, Miss., to send tel 

ama, Were refused a landing at first, but iinally got ashore, bj 

mid not send the telegrams, as the operator said the lines were dowj 

Left mails at vaiious points daring the day, and arrived at Milliken'^ 

Bend, La., at 4 p. m. No sickness here, but considerable destitution in 

vicinity, and sickness at Tallulah, La., S miles back from the river. 

Transferred to Dr. Yerger a large amount of stores and medicines, and 

concluded to remain liere all night, as we were only 20 milea above 

Vickfihurg, and nigiit overtook us before the stores were unloaded. 

Dr. Reilly was allowed to go down the river to Vicksburg in the boat's 

yawl, to i-emaiii until we arrived in the raoniing. 

October 11. — Left at daybreak for Vicksburg, which point we reached 
about 8 A. M, Received here a telegram trom socretary of Board of 
Health of Helena, explanatory of theii- refusal to let us land. Con- 
feiTed with Mayor Beck and W. H. Andrews, president of Howard 
Association, and learned that the fever had about spent its force and 
was now on the decline. There were no supplies needed here, and 
appeal tor help having been received from Port Gibson, Miss., we o 
eluded to run down to Grand Gulf, Miss., a point on the liver 8 mil 
from Port Gibson and eonnected with it by rail, and lend them * 
ance. Dr. Keilly went ashore to remain until our return, and, 
coaling, we left at 11.30 a. m. for Grand Gulf, where we arrived 
3.-30 P. !* Met here Mr, Jas. A, Gage, president of Howard Absoi 
tion of Port Gibson, and arranged to furnish stores needed at Poi-t Gil 
son and Brandywine. While lying here Lieutenant Benner was int 
duccd by Mr. Gage to a Mre. Leonard, who had come in on the tri 
with Mr. Gage from Port Gibson, where she had been nursing one dl 
her cliiklren until its death. 8he was on liei- way to Greenville to nurae 
another stricken with the fever. The iidiabitants of the place would 
Dot allow her to come uito town, and at the niilroad lauding, half a 
~ " below where we lay, they would not allow her in any house but an 
wtu'ehouse where our stores were to be placed. Actuated by feel- 
I of humanity. Lieutenant Benner invited the lady on boanl, gave 
supper, and allowed her to occupy his bed until the packet, whiel 

take hei- to Greenville, arrived. The packet was not due ui " 

light, and the nights were very chilly. 
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lieutenant 
'tiwoke Mi-e. LeoimrtTand saw her safely ou board. In doing ao he s 
ped into the mud, or, to nse hia own woi-da, "while passing irom 
boat to another got badly mired." He returned to the boat and retired 
to reat in the bed just vacated by Mrs. Leonard. We discharged the 
remaining stores intended for that point, and at noon started back to 
Vicksburg to leave the remainder of our atores, to be sent from Vieks- 
liurg to destitute places in the interior. We went no farther down the 
river thau Grand Guiti becauae we learned at Vicksburg that the points 
below were aupplied from New Orleans. 

Arrived at Vicksburg about 7 p. m., and anchored in " the lake," oppii- 
site the wliart-boat. Representatives of the Howard Association and 
y>T. Keilly came on board, and arrangements were made to deliver the, 
remaining stores in the morning. 

While lying at anchor here Lieutenant Benner received a eommum- 
fation fi'om G. W. Stith, president of the Peabody (colored) Assoeia- 
tiou, asking aid (Communication inclosed and marked B.) An ap- 
pointment was made for an interview on the following morning, and 
United States District Attorney W. H. Bliss, Saint Louis, Mo., was tel- 
egraphed relative to tbe matter. 

Onlober 13.-— At daylight another communication was received ft 
other colored people (inclosed and marked C). The transfer of 
stores was deferred until 1 p. M., until Mr, Bliss could be heard fr 
and 12 m. fixed as the hour to meet Mr. Stith ou board. 

Abont 7.30 a. m. Lieutenant Benner began complaining of feeling 
unwell. He was advised by the surgeon to go on shore to the hotel 
and go to bed, but refused to do so. At II a. m., by direction of the 
surgeon, be went to bed on the boat. 

, At noon the president and representatives of the Howard Association^ •- 
Air, Stith, and other colored gentlemen came on board, and the disposiy 
tioii of the stoves was discussed. On being interrogated by me, Mr. 
Stith atated that he knew of no instance of a colored man having been 
refused help and attention by the Howard Association upon pi-oper ap- 
plication being made. He also stated that he felt satisfied that any 
needy or sick colored person would receive asaiatance if proper applicas- 
tion was made to tbe Howard Association. Just then Di', Keyea in- 
formed me that Lieutenant Benner had a high fever, and as Mr. BIisij 
bad not been heard fi-om, I conclnded it was best to turn over the sup- 
plies to the Howard Asnociation, with the understanding that they. were 
intended as much for the relief of colored as white people, and get out 
of tlie infection as quickly as possible. I had the boat at once taken 
into the whart-boat and unloaded, and then moved aci-oss and up the 
river about four miles and tied to the Louisiana shore, to await the 
suit of Lieutenant Banner's attack. Two physicians and a nnrae w« 
brought over from the city and nursed him through the night. 

October 14. — As Lieutenant Benner's condition was very much woi 
this morning, I deemed it advisable to move the boat to the Mississipp 
shore, 80 as to be in quick communication with the cit' 
soon as steam could be raised I had the boat moved to 

Icj about three miles below tbe city, in deep, rnnmi 
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bere all day. Received a coniniunicatioii from tlie Howard AssociHtii 
proti'vnng aid. Part of llie crew became pauickj*. and I jiaid off __ 
wbo desired 1o be discharged. Upon the stirgeon's advice several wTio" 
led it went np into the city to elecp. Secured more nurses. 
Orloter 15. ^Lieutenant Benner's eonditiim improved. Still lying 
below the city awaiting the result of the sicknees. Daltou, Ihe wati ' 
man, taken eick and sent to the hospital. 

October IG.— No change. 

Odober 17.— Lieutenant Benner died this mmning at 2.30, At 
notified the Howard Association, who asked to he allowed to hury hi 
JSunied Lieutenant Benner's bedding, and had the boat moved up 
'*the wharf, and ordered the crew on shore while the boat was fumij 
Heceivcd orders to proceed up the river. Orderefl the crew 
again and made preparations to leave. Lieutenant Benner was bui 
in the National Cemetery at 4 p. m. Received notiflcation that 
pilots wituld not return, and was unable to procure others. 

fMobcr 18. — Received notification of the death of the watchman t1 
night previous. Still looking for pilots. Secured two at last and h 
at 4.30 i'. M. 

The remainder of the trip was a slow and tedious crawling uji thi 
rivei'. The boat was slow, and we were compelled to lay np every night 
on accoimt of broken engine, fog, had river, or some other cause, and 
we reached the fjuaranline station below Saint Louis about 9 a. m., Octo- 
ber 29. The boat was found to be in good sanitary condition, and after 
discharging our remaining medical stores we proceeded to Saint Loais, 
arriving tliere about 1 p. m. 

When we left Vicksburg the Howard Afisociation very kindly re- 
placed the articles burned by reason of Lieutenant Benner's death, and 
turnished us with stores for our trip up the river. They also sent with 
us three nurses, to be sent back at their expense when the surgeon found 
their services no longer required. Two of these were sentnaek from 
Memphis and the remaining one taken on to Saint Louis. And, also, 
they gave Lieutenant Beuuer a magnificent burial (an account of which 
I clip from a Vicksburg paper and inclose herewith). 

At Memphis, one of the pilots, whose papers extendi d no fartlier, left 
tin, and. as we were unable to procure another, we bad only one pilot 
from Memphis to Cairo. The Howard Association also fuinishe<i us 
with stores. 

On the down trip every precaution was taken to prevent infection of 
the boat and crew. At Cairo, one hundred yards of bagging were pro- 
cured and suspended from and around the edge of the boiler-deck and 
thoroughly saturated with turpentine three times a day. The mail bags 
were also sprinkled wJlh turpentine three times each day. Chloride of 
lime was used ahout the boat in convenient places also. The medical 
wan always sent on shore firet, and found the prominent and re- 
nsihle norsons with whom we wished to confer, and, this having been 
neld the conference and transacted our business, keeping the 
crowd from coming in contact with any of the crew. When Lieu- 
nt Benner died, Iiia hedding and articles in the room, excepting 
irs, nioneyti, Sm., whieh I personally took charge of, were bumet 
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and chlorine giis evolved in the room to thorouglilj- fumigate and disin- 
fect it. On the ti-ip up the boat was also fumigated with biu-uiiig sulphur 
arid alcohol; the hold was thoroughly cieaiiBed, aud the whole boat 
scrubbed from stem to atern. At Cairo, III., as we passed dowu and up, 
coal was contributed for nse of the boat by Messrs. Halliday Brothers. 
Accompanying tbia report is a manifest (marked D) of tlie stores, 
showing their distributiou. 

Lieutenant Beuner also received and distributed quite a large amount 
of money on the trip, a return of which I am unable to make, as he 
kept those accounts himself and I have not obtained them. 

I have iu this report entered into all the details and incidents of the 
expedition, that the War Department might have a full aud con-ect 
account of it, because of articles having appeared in the public prints 
which exaggerated the tacts and made misrepresetitatioiis which induced 
a belief that Lieutenant Beuner had evaded or transcended his ordei-a. 
There is iu this rei>ort no return of the medical storeji, because they, 
were under the charge and control of II. M. Keyes, Assistant Surgeoa 
U. S. M. H. S.,who makes a return of them to Surgeon-General Wood.

On vnur arrival to tliia city was informed that Ihei 
was no need of any relief here, and that all partica in uctiiai need hM 
been supplied. I am eoriy to eay that if euoh is the caeo that you ha?^ 
been thus infonned you have been niiBinformed. Hundreds of thi, 
poor colored people here, sirs, are in a deplorable condition. - Some arj 
at work on the publie streets and river landings. They are to get oiu 
dollar per day and not a cent moi-e, thougfi there bo many who ari 
not able to work, I hope no one has designingly misstated our presew 
condition. We are calliid upon for assistance in various parts of tb* 
eity and vicinity, bnt cannot give the required relief, owing to the f 
tliat we have no funds nop provisions on hand. 

Tlie Ilowards have closed their ration depot .tgainut ns, and utd« 
some aid is olherwise given us we cannot give the neuesaary relief t 
our people. 

The Iloward Association has hired a great many of those able i 
work and are repairing the streets of tho city and river landings, ft . 
wbich they are to receive oue dollar per day as aforesaid, but there ar? 
hundreds who caimot work on account of being just up from the feverj 

I hope that you will give us some aid, as many are in actual need o 
it. They come to us for aid, but we have nothing to aid them. 

Tlio sutt'ering in the county outside of the city is fearful. In som 
9 the colored people die witliout ever havuig any mcdicul attentiai 
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whatever, and numbers have not bread in their houses. And if you 
will Hend a (committee with mo through the different parts of the city 
and couuty you will find things just as I have told you, only a littlp 
worse.

ANOTHER MARTYR GONE. — ^THK MORTAL REMAINS OF LIEUT. H. H. BENliER 
CONSICRBD TO THE TOMB, AMID THE TEARS OF A GRATEFUL PEOPLE. — 
THE CITY DRAPED IN MOURNINH OUT OF RESPECT TO THE MEMORY OP THE 
DEAD HERO. 

At an early hour yesterday morning the painful iutelligeiiee was 
l»rought to tlie city tLat Lieut. H. H. Benner, the senior officer in charge 
of tlio United States relief steamer Joft^~M. Chambers, wtia dead. The 
result was not wholly unexpected, ae his condition on Wednesday was 
critical in the extreme; hut partly prepared as our citizens were, the 
wad announcement caused a wail of anguish and sorrow to well up from 
every heart iti this sorely-afflicted city. But a few short weeks ago 
the noble hero left home and friends, and volunteered to take command 
nf a steamer freighted with food and medicines for our fever-atrieken 
and suffering Southland. In manhood's prime, full of hr - - - ' exaltei 
aspirations, he came to extend to ua his aid and symp^ 
contrary to the prayers of thousands of hearts, God o 
obedience to the command, as he ever was to ttie call of 
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wity on eavtii, he has gone hence. He has fallen a martyr in his effai 
to reheve sutferiiig hnmanity, and has r^iised a monument hi the n 
ory and hearts of the Smith that time can uever darken or efface. 
were at halt-mast, and hoth resideneea ami business houses were draped 
in mourning in attestation of tlie sincere and poignant sorrow felt at 
the death of one so good mid true. 
,. — At twelve o'clock the remains, escorted h_y tVie Howard Associatiou 
and ex-Confederate and Federal soldiera, were conveyed to G-enella's 
Hall, where they remained in state until the hour for the fuiicraL The 
liall was thronged with viaitora, both white and black, male and female, 
throughfint the evening, who came to pay their last sad tribute to the 
departed. 

As the hour approaulied for the fuuci-al, business was entirely sus- 
pended, and every vetiicte that could be used was bi-ouglit into requisi- 
tion by tliose eager to show their appreciation and sorrow at the deatVi 
of tlio true soldier. And notwithstanding the fact that our city has 
been stiickeu to the heart by the dread disease still lingering in onr 
midst, many ladies attended the obsequies clothed in black — tit emlilems 
of the sorrowful and bleeding hearts in their bosoms. After a brief 
ceremony over the remains at the hall, conducted by the Itev. Bishop 
Adams, Church of the Holy Trinity, Rev. Hr, H. Sanaom, of Christ 
Church, and Rov. Dr. Marshall, of the Methodist Churcli, the

t eulogium of those who fall in the performance of their duty to their 
tow-men and to theii- God, As the god of day was trembling on th

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western horizon, the mortal remains of one destined to live in song and 
story were reverently lowered to their last resting-place by the side of 
that mighty river which, as it goes onward to the sea, will sing the 
requiem of one who died at the post of duty. Mid the gathering twi- 
light of an autumn night we left him alone in his glor}', and would to 
God that the living could, when their time comes, meet a death like his.

111 explanation of the delay in t'orwardinjit the report, I be^ to p 
that withm a f'liw days after the retarii of the steamboat on the 281^ 
ullinio, Lieut. Hall aird Surgeon Keyes delivered to me their books a 
papers. I immediately began making up my report, which Mr, Ha>Tiei 
whom I employed for that purpose, found to be a difficult undertakiuj 
owing to the confused state of the aeeounta, arising evidently from thS 
character and incidents of the onteiprise. 

Tlie report, however, was substantially tinished on the 7th inat. The^ 
receipt for drugs, wines, and liqnoi-a delivered at Vicksbnrg was not 
such a voucher as I thought proper to receive. Dr. Keyes explained, 
however, that it was impossible, owing to the confusion prevailing there 
at the time of the delivery, fo get a receipt, but liad since received the 
one referred to by mail, I therefore wrote on the 7th inst. to W. H. 
Andrews, President of the Howard Association at Vicksburg, inclosing 
the one which I thought informal, asking him to send me a receipt 
specifying, so far as possible, the articles received. To this request I 
have received no reply. 

Owing to press of official duties, which have been more than usually 
onerous and imperative during the past month, I have found it impos- 
sible to examine personally the vouchers relating to disbursements not 
made directly by myself. I believe, however, that everything is correct. 
I shall probably visit Washington some time about January 1st, prox- 
imo, and hope to have the pleasure of meeting the members of the J 
ComnxisMon,
